Washington, D. C., March 13.—{Spe- 
cigl.J—The controversy with Mexico 
over Carranza’s attempt to dispossess 
American and European owners of oil 
properties valued at millions of dollars, 
which already has led to disturbances, 
bloodshed, and the murder of Ameri- 
cans in the Tampico district, is destined 
to come to a head in the extraordinary : 
session of the Mexican congress called 


today. 


“By presidential decree an extra 
session of the Mexican congress has 
been called for May 1,” says the state 
department in an announcement today. 
“A cablegram says the purpose of the 
extra session under the decree is to con- 
sider, among other things, petroleum 
legislation and the organic law to en- 
force article 123 of the constitution. 

Radical Labor Proposal. 

“Article 123 relates to labor and so- 
clal welfare. It provides that ‘con- 
gress and the state legislatures shall 
make laws relative to labor with due 
regard to the needs of each region of 
the republic and in conformity with 


he insisted on getting back into poli- 
tics and running for congress.

Lorimer announced his candidacy just 
the same and waged a hard battle for 
the nomination. The Thompson forces 
not only refused to support him, but 
threw their influence to Arthur W. 
Fulton, who defeated Lorimer in the 
primary. 

Pays Off Some Claims. 


‘Chicago’s city council took a step 
yesterday toward election reforms rec- 
ommended by various civic organiza- 
tions. 

The aldermen rejected the “ city man- 
ager” plan, but approved bills provid- 
ing for action by the state legislature 
bringing about nonpartisan elections 
for aldermen and mayor, making the 
city clerk and city treasurer selective 
by the council rather than elective by 
the voters, providing recall for alder- 
men and mayor, and cutting num- 
ber of aldermen from seventy"to fifty 
by increasing the thirty-five wards to 
fifty, with an alderman for each. | 

If the legislature approves the bills 
they must be submitted to a referen- 
dum before the reforms will be ef- 
fective. 

Few Favor Manager Plan. 

The bill providing for a city man- 

ager had only a few friends. Most of 


the aldermen said they were not ready | 


to take such a radical step as providing 
for the selection of a mayor by the 
council, with the voters having no di- 
rect voice in the selections ~~"

spring flowers until the ground was 
covered. 

While I stood there a guard of gov- 
ernment troops marched by with ten 
prisoners, white faced, wild eyed, di- 
sheveled looking wretches. Six were 
boys hardly more than 17 years old and 
one was a woman, her hair streaming 
down her back and her face as stony 
and calmly white as that of the statue 
of Queen Louise.

The woman's face was as pathetic as 
that of the marble queen and she | 
would have been as beautiful only her 
clothing was old and shabby and torn, 
and covered with mud. There was a 
cut in the side of her face and blood | 
flowed from the corners of her mouth. | 
As she passed the statue she looked up | 
quickly, then dropped her eyes, and | 
marched stolidly along. 

I am sure that in harpfer days she, 
too, had come in the early springtime 
to lay her tribute of flowers at the 
base of the statue in memory of the. 
revered queen. 

The pathetic procession marched 
away through the trees. The crowd 
standing around the statue had hardly 
glanced at the prisoners, but still stood

“Let's look at the pegition,” Mr. Ber- 
ger said. It was brought out of the 
yault. A part of the signed sheets 
were fastened in a heavy holder, oth- 
ers were loose. 

“That petition has been mutilated,” 
Mr. Berger said. “‘ When it came here 


the sheets were fastened within that, 


permanent holder; the holder was’ 


jocked and sealed. The seal has been 
broken, the lock tampéred with, and 
the individual sheets removed. It is 
illegal to do such things.” 

“I deny that,” Mr. Igoe said. “I 
aloné am responsible for the safety of 
that petition. I had a right to take 
the sheets out to be copied. The peti- 
tion will be kept intact.” 


Blank Affidavit Forms. 


Mr. Berger then asked various em- 
ployés if they knew who was responsi- 
ble for the copying work. None did. 
Mr. Igoe showed a copy of the blank 
affidavit cards which the penmen were 
filling out. 

When attention was called to the fact 
that the cards bore the union typo- 
graphical number _ Mr. Igoe smiled 
and said: 

“Yes, that’s the onal of our print- 
ing company—the Cahill-Igoe company 
—but I don’t know who ordered them 
or who is to pay for them.” 

Mayor William Hale Thompson was 
asked what, if anything, he knew 
about the petition copying. 

“You can say that it’s not my gang,” 
he said. 

Mr. Hoyne and his friends expressed 
the opinion that the work was being 
done by the lieutenants of Robert M. 
Sweitzer. 

Sweitzer Leader’s Statement. 

Last night the Sweitzer headquar.- 
ters through Secretary Feeney issued 
the following: 

“There is no intention to make any 
attempt to keep the name of Mr. Hoyne 
off the election ballot. There is an 
attempt being made to punish persons 
guilty of wholesale fraud in the prep- 
aration of the Hoyne petition.

CLEAR THE AIR. 

Before the debate over the Paris covenant for a 
Jeague of nations proceeds any farther we suggest 
that certain conspicuous fallacies be corrected by 
those who wish to think clearly and fairly. 

The first of these fallacies is that opposition to 
the Paris covenant in its present form is opposition 
to the idea of the league of nations. 

This is absolutefy false. There are as good friends 
pf the league of nations ideal among the critics of 
the Paris covenant as among its partisans. THE 
TRIBUNE believes, indeed, that in criticizing the 
Paris covenant candidly, thoroughly, and vigor- 
ously it is doing better service to the cause of world 
peace and durable national accord than it would 
be by swallowing this carelessly drawn document 
whole. | 

It does not seem to have occurred to that impas- 
gioned professorate which is most ardent in its 
acceptance of the Paris covenant that if the funda- 
mental law of the league of nations is obscure, am- 
biguous, inconsistent, and conflicting as to its pro- 
visions it becomes a breeding place of future mis- 
understandings, frictions, -and possible explosions. 
Common sense and common experience teach that 
if a contract is intended to be kept it should be set 
forth in terrhs as cledr as can be devised. If it is 
not there- is no meeting of minds which is the 
essence of agreement. 

Mr. Wilson announced that the Paris covenant 
would not be amended. If it cannot be amended 
then it should not be accepted and will not be, since 
fro government has a right to enter into a solemn 
covenant without knowing to what the covenant 

nds it. While the Paris covenant has been under 
examination men of experience have interpreted its 
{important points in sharply conflicting ways. Mr. 
Taft, who, with characteristic “ good nature,” has 
accepted it as satisfactory, is kept busy explaining 
its implications, inferences, and dubieties. But 
other men at least as able flatly disagree with him. 

And this brings us to another fallacy assumed 
by many who are outraged because the document is 
being criticized and opposed. These partisans as- 
sume that the Paris covenant will prevent war and 
that therefore all who oppose its adoption witH®ut 
change are callously fmdifferent to the horrors of 
war, if, indeed, they are not in favor of them. We 
are solemnly warned that ff the Paris covenant.is 
not adopted we shall be held responsible by the 
afflicted mothers of the world whose sons we have 
consigned to the hell of battle and whose future we 
have cruelly cheated of the blessings of universal 
peace. 

This fallacy is of the same character, and it is 
held by much the same people as the pre-war 
charge that all who counseled preparedness for war 
were in favor of war. , 

As to the Paris covenant, it does not even pur- 
port to abolish war. Senator Knox in his searching 
analysis of the document shows that it permits the 
use of armed force in at least seven cases and 
affirmatively provides for it in three others. 3 

The appeal to the mother instinct of the world 
by those who are for a blind acceptance of the 
Paris covenant, unaltered as Mr. Wilson has said 
it must be accepted, seems to PHE TRIBUNE as 
cruel a mockery as headlong sentimentalism could 
be guilty of. Even “Mr. Taft, who is assuring us 
on his own authority of so many things which the 
covenant is supposed to imply or not to imply, does 
not deny that war is permissible under the cove- 
nant. Only he says it may be advised and not 
ordered. If this is true it removes one of the most 
serious objections against the instrument, “but not 
the objection that the instrument does not assure 
us by its phraseology that it is true. 

Finally we would ask the many amiable people 
who have been inclined to accept the Paris cove- 
nant without analyzing it to clarify their minds on 
these points—namely: 

The Paris covenant is a human document, drawn 
by human beings. It is not, to our knowledge, in- 
spired, and being of human origin it may be defec- 
tive and in need of amendment. We think it is 
very defective and that we can name its defects. 
Furthermore, the Paris covenant is not a synonym 
for the league of nations. It is just one attempt to 
organize a league of nations. Its correction or 
abandonment does not destroy the league of na- 
tions ideal. On the contrary, it may save it. 

' Opposition to the unamended Paris covenant as 
it is, is therefore not opposition to a league of na- 
tions, but opposition to one attempt to establish it. 
y Criticism and opposition to the Articles of Federa- 
tion which proved in our history so defective was 
not criticism of or opposition to a proper union of 
the American colonies or te the ideal of union or 
of American nationality. |

Our confident prediction is that the Paris cove- 
nant, when the American people actually know its 
terms and emerge from the emotiongl fog which 
its excited partisans are now creating, will be flatly 


repudiated by American common sense. And we 
are equally confident that it will be found 
acceptable in its present form to all @ govern- 


ments with which we are associated. 


UNFREE AMERICA. 

A Frenchman might wear a straw hat in a snow- 
storm and no other Frenchman would bother about 
it. It would be assumed that he had reasons suffi- 
cient to him for his preference. It would be con- 
sidered his own affair, a bit of the variety of life, 
and of no concérn to any one else. 


In America he would be a nine days wonder. 
Some would jeer and pelt. Others would call the 
police. Others would form a society for the pro- 
hibition of straw hat wearing in the winter months. 

In French civilization there is profound respect 
for individuality. In America there is little or none. 
The French recognize that without a free play of 
personality life must lose its spontaneity, its sin- 
cerity, its wholesome elasticity, its grace, and color, 
and zes®. In America we incline more and more 
toward standardization and the rule of the ma-' 
jority in matters which should be left open to the 
individual. We already live under a tyranny of 
public opinion which manufactures hypocrisy and 
compels mediocrity. For originality, for idiosyn- 
crasy and individuality we have at bottom both 
fear and hatred. We have a sort of moral lynch 
law for anything that does not square with the 
average and we punish the unusual with some- 
thing like the blind ferocity of a savage tribe. 
This strange development in the land of the free 
and the home of the brave has, as one of its phases, | 
our inclination to pass laws to enforce codes of 
morals or enforce rules of discipline. Not under- 
standing or respecting real processes of character 
building, we are not willing to rely upon the appeal 
to the conscience and the education of the will. We 
are concerned with external conduct and impa- 
tiently seek externa] methods of controlling it, im- 
posing the collective will by law rather than seek- 
ing to enlighten the sources of conduct and bring 
about right conduct from within. 

In a nation truly free laws affecting conduct are 
directed against acts which injuriously affect oth- 
ers. We are exceedingly slack in this respect and 
think this means freedom. We permit a man to 
build out beyond his neighbor’s building line or to 
cause loss and inconvenience to a settled residence 
district by erecting a factory init. We permit own- 
ers to keep ice and snow on their sidewalks while 
their more public spirited neighbors clear theirs, 
and in most respects we are free to neglect or in- 
fringe upon the interests of others. But we like to 
pass laws and ordinances to compel the individual 
to do as we think. he ought to do for his own good. 
We wish to censor his plays, his sports, his private 
habits. We are less concerned about preventing 
him from doing wrong to others than in prevent- 
ing him from doing what we consider harm to him- 
self. ~ & 

This, it would seem, is standing policy on Its 
head. It certainly represents a tendency which 
attacks symptoms rather than causes and ignores 
the fundamental realities of character making. 
Socially it produces results that are formal and 
apparent rather than essential, and creates a spe- 
cies of moralistic despotism which overrides the 
private conscience and destroys liberty where lib- 
erty is most precious. 

American democracy is headed away from free- 
dom in this respect and the benefits of our polit- 
ical institutions will not’ compensate us for our 
loss. American democracy on this path will not 
produce a high civilization, which always must be 
founded on the mind and spirit. It will evolve only 
a crude mechanism without beauty or strength. 


INDUSTRIAL UNDERSTANDINGS. 

It is a good sign, these days, when large em- 
ployers of labor exhibit an honest desire to sit 
across the table with those they employ and get 
together on matters that concern them both. 

Lack of confidence has been the deterrent to com- 
plete industrial understanding. Tradition has made 
it seem impossible for the worker to take the em- 
ployer into his trust. Tradition has made it im- 
possible for the employer to speak frankly with 
his employés. Each always has been apprehensive 
of sharp dealing on the part of the other. Neither 
pas felt sure of the other's good intentions. It is 
a false barrier. 

Under a system of understandings such as that 
now proposed by the Harvester company the work- 
ers will combine in groups so that éach individual 
may have expression for any idea that seems to 
him suitable for consideration as an industrial bet- 
terment. Chiefly important is that feature of the 
tentative agreement which provides the right of 
appeal to a board of arbitration. Whole justice 
| would not appear if the final decision rested with 
the employer alone; but it is apparent if it is left 
to him and the executive board of the workers sit- 
ting as arbitrators. 

Such a movement opens the way to completer 
unity of industrial factors. They are able to oper- 
ate on a basis of the square deal between men. It 
is an appreciation of the standard interest that 
labor has in the world. 


tice seems in a fair way to be sustained. If all 
industrial factors combine to eliminate the sus- 
picion we will be pretty near to the clear under- 
standing that marks justice and opens the era 
wherein men receive their worth.

the. patient back to a regular diet in 
twelve days from the beginning of the 
treatment. However, from two to four 
weeks longer, the patient was not al- 
lowed to take over a pint and a half of 
fluid a day. “The patient was made to 
stay in bed for the first nine days of the 
treatment. 

Dr. Potter of Santa Barbara has still 
further modified the diet. He finds that 
the Karel] diet does good because it is 
small in quantity, contains but little 
nourishment and but little water, is eas- 
ily digested, does not fil] up the stomach 
and intestines, contains but little salt, 
and has in it few substances that are 


either harmful or capable of being 


made so. 

The work of digestion throws a burden 
on the heart. When the only food taken 
is a little milk the load is greatly les- 
sened. He found that some broken down 
hearts which could easily carry the load 
occasioned by digesting milk suffered if 
one egg was added to the list. Never- 
theless, he thinks there are certain cases 
that need mdre food than a pint and a 
half of skim milk furnishes. For these 
he sought to increase the food values of 
the Karell milk treatment by adding 
cream in some cases, miflk sugar in oth- 
ers, and well cooked cereals in others. 
These addjtions increased the food values 
without increasing the volume of food 
taken. 

One case did well on forty ounces full 
milk and two-thirds of an,ounce of 30 
per cent cream six times a day, one 
ounce of oatmeal! three times a day, two 
drachms of milk sugar and four ounces 
of water three times a day. On the 
fourth and fifth day one ounce of black 
coffee, four ounces of milk, and one 
ounce of oatmeal were added; on the 


sfxth day the julce of one orange was > 


added. 

_ Three other cases got six ounces of 
milk containing 2 per cent fat and one 
oufice of sugar of milk. There were four 
feedings a day. By adding salt free 
cereals, cream, sugar of milk, it is pos- 
sible to continue the Karell treatment 
longer than originally intended by its

FINGER.

They fell and injured the fingers of 
my right hand so that the end of the 
index finger had to be amputated. Does 
the compensation act provide for com- 
pensation in my case and to what ex- 
tent? | M. C. 


The workmen's compensation act provides 
for the payment of compensation for a period 
of seventeen and one-half weeks for the loss 
of the distal phalanx of the index finger. 
If the finger is otherwise injured, compen- 
sation would be payable for a greater period, 
depending upon the extent thereof. In no 
event would it exceed thirty-five weeks. 

Compensation is payable in installments of 
50 per cent of the average weekly wage, 
commencing with the eighth day after the 
injury and continuing until the termination 
of the period of temporary total incapacity 
for work.

THE LEAGUE AND THE MONROE 

DOCTRINE. 

Freeport, Ill., March 7.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Two features have come to 
stand out very prominently in my mind 
in connection with the proposed league 
of nations: 

First, that we must not under any cir- 
cumstances surrender the Monroe doc- 
trine, and, second, that we cannot again 
resume our hermit attitude in the affairs 
of the world. 

When we submit all of our own inter- 
national affairs and those of our Amer- 
ican neighbors to the vote of a league 
that in its executive counci! and in its 


membership and voting strength has an. 
eastern hemisphere majority of at least 


3 to 1, we have very decisively cast 
the Monroe doctrine in the discard, and 
all the plous ejaculations about “a 
greater Monroe doctrine” and “a Mon- 
roe doctrine of the world” are meaning- 
lesa bits of rhetoric designed to hold 
the support of those who think with 
their emotions. A ‘“ Monroe doctrine of 
the world” is no Monroé doctrine at all. 

While it seems to me that a recogni- 
tion of the doctrine in the league con- 
stitution would help to remove this par- 
ticular objection, we should still be in 
a position to be outvoted at any and 
every point where the combined Interest 
or convicti@n of the eastern world ran 
counter to our own interest or conviction. 

A league of nations will be controilled 
by the voting majority in either the exec- 
utive council or the league itself, and it 
is altogether inconceivable that there 
will not be cabals and combinations with- 
in the league that wil! contro] practically 
every important matter—a sort of inter- 
national log-rolling, so to speak. After 
all, it's the balance of power, in an- 
other form. 

Will our power for good be less potent 
if we hold aloof from these cabals and 
gombinations while tendering our good 
offices wherever and whenever they may 
be needed? C. F. HILDRETH.

No. 3. 
VEGETABLE LIMITATIONS. 

All vegetables require sun at least a 
portion of the day, the minimum being 
usually placed arbitrarily at four hours 
for the hardest. This is to guide those 
compelled to make garden in the par- 
tial shade of buildings. Locations ex- 
posed to sun only half the day will in- 
sure success only if confined to plants 
recommended for the first and second 
zones, as illustrated by map in yester- 
day’s article. Those recommended for 
the third zone and for the more fa- 
vored locations of the second should 
preferably have sun all day. 

In the first zone (see yesterday's 
mep), except under extremely unfa- 


vorable conditions, the following vege- 
tables and kitchen herbs are recom- 


mended: 

Beeta, Kohirabtt, 
Borage, Lettuce, 
Caraway, Mint, 
Carrots, Onions (green), 
Celery (for greens), Parsleys, 
Chervil, Radishes, 
Chives, Rhabarb, 
Dull, Sage, 
Fennel, Sweet corn, 
Kale, Swiss chard. 


The following should not be at- 
tempted in the first zone: Beans, ber- 
ries, cucumbers, eggplant, lentils, mel- 
ons, parsnips, peanuts, peas, peppers, 
potatoes, tomatoes and turnips. 


In the second zone the following may 
generally be safely added: 


Anise, Rutabaga, 
Cabbage, Saffron, 
Cabbage, red, Spinach, 
Cabbage, Savoy, Summer savory, 
Celery, Sweet basil, 


Onion sets, 
Onions [seed], 
Parsnip, 

In favored positions in the second 
zone the following will respond to 
proper care: 


Asparagus, Peas,

HEAD SENTENCED 
FOR LIQUOR DEAL 


90 Day Term onCharge 
of Aiding Shipment 
to Indiana. 


Ninety days in jail and a fine of $100 
was the sentence imposed by Federal 
Judge A. B. Anderson of Indianapolis 
upon Fred Gray of Evanston, presi- 
dent of Hannah & Hogg, wholesale 
liquor dealers, who pleaded guilty yes- 
terday to a charge of alding in trans- 
portation of liquor into Indiana. 

Mr. Gray qualified his plea by stat- 
ing that he was in ignorance of the 
destination of the liquor. He said: 

“Some men came to our wholesale 
establishment and purchased 1,000 
pints of whisky. They paid for it, ac- 
cepting delivery at the same time. 
They then went elsewhere, bought 
other liquor and combined all the 
purchases into one shipment. I knew 
nothing of this.” 


Purchaser Gets Six Months. 


The men were caught trying to get 
the liquor shipment over.the Indiana 
state line and the court action fol- 
lowed. Wolf Marcovich of Hammond, 
named as one of the purchasers, was 
sentenced to six months in jail and 
to pay a fine of $1,000.
